The New Branch School Houses. 

The great increese in the number of chil- 
dren a' tending the public schools of this city 
‘during the prsttwo years, has made it incam- 
bent upon the Board of Education to devise 
some plan by which the school accommoda- 
tions would be enlarged. After canvassing 
several proposiiions, it was finally determined 
to erect what are called braneh school houses, 
in the immediate vicinity of the maia build- 
ings. Four of these branches are now about 
completed, and wil! be opened in ashort time 
for the occupancy Of pupils, thus aff »rding to 
the over-crowd:d roowe of the present houses 
a relief long sadly needed. The branches of 
the Waehington, Kinzic and Franklin Schools 
are of the same siz, and are built upon iden- 
tically the same p’an. They contaia six rooms 
each, with am aggregate capacity of 378 to 
each. The entire cost of these braaches will 
be |. the vicinity of $4,000 each. 

The Foster Scliool branch has four rooms, 
but in other respects is equal to those named 
above. Toe cost of this one will be about 
$3,000. They were commenced early in July 
iart, and have been urged forward to comple- 
tion with commendable rapidity. Particular 
attention bas been paid, in the construciioe 
of these buildings, to their ventilation, and 
for thls purpose ventilating shafis, about five 
feet square, bave been placed im eacli one, so 
as to give all the roome a sufficiency ef pure 
sir. The. furniture selected is known as the
